Barbour said the bandit leader 
had light red hair and a moustache. 
Thinks It Was Dillinger 
“He was standing right beside 
me,” Barbour said. 
“I'm positive 
he was Dillinger. 
He looked just j 
like the picture they put out of Dil- 
Jinger up at Crown Point when Dil- j 
linger was standing with his arm 
on the shoulder of the prosecutor.” I 
Reports were current this m orning 
th a t federal agents were enroute 
here to investigate the possibility 
th a t the bank holdup m ay have 
been a Dillinger sortie. They could 
not be confirmed immediately, how­ 
ever.

HOW TO GO 


WARMER, BUT NOT FAIR TO ALL 


Q I UDY of climatic conditions by the United States Weather 
Bureau proves the world is growing warmer. 
This may be a 
shock to New Castleites who shivered through the past winter 
and warmed up only when they looked at their mounting fuel 
bills. 


Scientific inquiry has shown that the abnormal cold of the 
last season was confined to the northeastern part of the country, 
while the rest of the United States basked in more than ave- 
u g e warmth. 
For “some unknown reason’’ the cold waves 
from the Arctic moved across Canada and into this part of the 
world instead of taking the customary course. 
These inequities of weather should be taken up by the 
Washington professors, with the aim of leveling off peaks and 
depressions. ^ I here should be an end to regional discrimination 
on heat and cold.

THE FLEET RETURNING 
It is not militarism th at causes Americans to view with pride their 
fleet as it is returning to the Atlantic coast after a long stay in the 
Pacific, 
rhe feeling arises largely from a sense of security inspired by 
those big and little fighting craft, manned by officers and sailors of cour­ 
age and skill. 
I lie passage of the armada through the Panama canal more quick­ 
ly by many hours than the time estimated would be required is a testi­ 
monial not only to those directing the aiding in the movements of the 
vessels but also to the men who worked the great locks and otherwise 
assisted in the transfer. It afforded a test of the canal that will prove 
valuable in the future, as it was a demonstration to the world th at the 
"United States can shift its fleet from one coast to the other with greater 
dispatch than had been believed possible. Under the stress of war or of 
threatened war, it is probable the transfer could be made much quicker 
than in the recent case. 
The great fleet is on its way to New Yorx, where a review by the 
president will form the climax of its return to the Atlantic. Thousands 
of persons from eastern states probably will visit the metropolis to wit­ 
ness this ceremony and to see the nation’s defenders on the sea. 
It may be that never again will these vessels or their successors 
be called upon to assume an active role in this respect. 
But there is 
satisfaction in the feeling of assurance and security that the sight of 
them gives the beholder.

REMOVE M IL C H GRADUALLY 
FROM STRAWBERRY PLANTS 
Mulch put on the strawberry patch j 
last tall to protect the plants from 
w inter injury will have to be re­ 
moved this spring. 
P a rt of the thickest m ulch should 
be removed from over the rows 
after danger of severe frost is past 
and before the plants under the 
m ulch begin to tu rn yellow. 
This 
will allow the new leaves to push 
through the th in covering of straw 
which rem ains. 
As the season ad­ 
vances the m ulch should be lifted 
and the plants beneath examined 
T he first sign of yellowing is a sure 
indication th a t the m ulch should be 
removed. 
Most, if not all, of the surplus 
straw should be forked over into the 
m iddle 
between 
th e 
rows 
and 
tram ped down. Here it will help to 
conserve m oisture, sm other weeds, 
and later avoid excessive packing 
of the soil by the berry pickers. Any 
g reat excess of straw should be re ­ 
moved from the patch. 
Do not remove all of the straw 


cent, more grass later in the season 
and the following year. 
G rass stim ulates the production of 
milk. 
Young grass, however, con­ 
tains a low percentage of dry m at­ 
ter, sometimes only 10 per cent, 
early in the season. 
L ater there 
may be 25 per cent dry m atter. To 
produce 30 or 40 pounds of milk 
daily, 
a 
cow 
m ust consume 
150 
pounds of grass to get the neces­ 
sary quantity of dry m atter. 
This 
m eans th a t the grass m ust be plen­ 
tiful. 
Young im m ature grass mav con­ 
tain as m uch protein as green leg­ 
umes, such as clover and alfalfa. 
This early grass stim ulates milk 
production but a high producing 
cow may lose flesh because of a 
shortage of carbonhydrates in the 
grass a t this time. 
The grain fed on early pasture 
need not contain a high percentage 
of protein. 
A grain m ixture th at 
analyzes around 12 to 18 per cent 
crude protein can be used to advan­ 
tage at this time. 
Grain, such as 
corn, oats or barley, can constitute 


grain for each 4 to 5 pounds of 
milk daily. 
As the pasture season 
advances, and if the pasture be­ 
comes dry and scarce, the rate of 
feeding m ust be increased. 
Pasture Is such an indefinite term 
th a t a dairym an m ust use Judgment 
in m aking up a grain m ixture and 
the am ount of feed. On early pas­ 
ture, grain feeding m ay not pay 
very large dividends. 
G rain feeding on pasture is a 
profitable practice, if an extreme 
drop in milk production during July 
and August can be prevented and 
the cows can be put in the barn in 
the fall of the year at a higher 
level of production and in a good 
condition of flesh.

W hile the value of this clip has 
been determ ined som ewhat by the j 
feed and care given the sheep dur- j 
ing the past year, a few acts which j 
influence the value can be perform ed ; 
a t shearing tim e. 
Simple, practical and inexpensive * 
suggestions for putting the wool up 
in the best possible condition follow: 
1. Shear on r clean floor. 
2. Shear sheep when perfectly 
dry. 
3. Remove all dung locks from 
fleeces. 
4. Roll fleeces flesh side out. 
5. Tie with paper twine.

use binder twine.

Store wool in a cool, dry place 
until sold.

SAVE CABBAGES FROM ROOT 
MAGGOT ATTACK 
Cabbage root maggots are de­ 
structive pests of radish, cabbage, 
and related plants. Since the m ag­ 
gots destroy a large part of the 
roots, the plants wilt and die. 
Control is commonly obtained by 
using a solution of corrosive sub­ 
lim ate which is made by dissolving 
one ounce of the poison in eight 
gallons of water, or a t this rate for 
summ er quantities. 
The corrosive 
sublimate should be used at the rate 
of one-half teacupful to each plant, 
such as cabbage. 
It will be most 
effective if applied around the plants 
when the ground is dry, but not 
caked, as the soil m ust be saturated. 
Make three applications, the first 
soon after the plants are set and 
two later at 10-day intervals. 
No 
damage will result except on very 
young plants if the leaves become 
wet with the m aterial. 
Small discs cut out of ta r paper 
and placed about the plants as soon 
as they are set in the field give 
protection 
from 
maggots. 
W ire- 
worms or cutworms are most likely 
to find a hiding place near the 
plants when the pads are used th an 
where corrosive sublim ate is applied 
W here finely ground tobacco dust 
can be obtained cheaply this m a­ 
terial may be scattered on the sur­ 
face of the soil around the stem s 
of the plants. 
To be effective, the 
layer of tobacco should be at least 
one inch deep and should be re­ 
moved every 10 days until three 
treatm ents are made.

In a test a t the Ohio Experim ent 
station the first plot grazed in a

A good 
sod m ust have vigorous roots. The 
roots are made from m aterial m an­ 
ufactured in the tops.

Bullet-Torn Picture Book 
Recalls Old Indian Warfare 


(International News Service) 
NEW Y O R K .— An echo of the 
days 
when 
w ar-thirsty 
Indians 
made life precarious for the cour­ 
ageous settlers of the Northwest 
has reached the Am erican Museum 
of N atural History here in the form 
of a bullet-punctured volume of 
drawings made in 1878. 
The drawings are done in pencil 
and red, white, yellow and green 
crayons and tell in picture form the 
contest between the Indian and the 
white man, particularly the famous 
m arch of the N orthern Cheyenne 
from 
the 
Indian 
Territory 
into 
Wyoming in the late seventies. 
The volume was presented to the 


' museum by Joseph Cuyler Hardie 
and was, in turn, given to him in 
1889 by Lieutenant Colonel F ran ­ 
cis H unter Hardie who saw service 
in the Indian wars. 
The story of the book and how 
it came into his possession is told 
by Colonel Hardie in a note a t­ 
tached 
to 
the 
volume 
and 
a d ­ 
dressed to Mr. Joseph Hardie, u n ­ 
der date of Septem ber 21, 1889, at 
the “Post of San Antonio, Texas.' 
The letter reads In part: 
“The book or rath er the pic­ 
tures, were drawn by a N orthern 
Cheyenne Indian while in confine­ 
m ent at Fort Robinson, Nebraska 
during the winter of ’78, ’79. I was 


the past adjutant. 
I 
endeavored 
to get the book but Its owner nnd 
m aker refused to part with It for 
any price. So 1 gave the m atter up 
then but got it later during an out­ 
break of the Cheyennes. Four troops 
I of the 3rd cavalry surrounded the 
hostiles and charged upon them, 
killng all the bucks and unfortun­ 
ately in the melee, some women and 
children, but previous to the charge 
I saw an Indian with the book 
pressed down between his naked 
skin and a strap around his waist, 
middle of the book and around his 
shoulder. 
“I turned to Private Laselle of 
“H” troop who was near me anti 
said: “I w ant th a t book if we come 
out all right.” W hen the fight was 
over, and as the dead Indians were 
being pulled out of the rifle pit, \ 
they drew out finally, my Indian j 
with the book, apparently dead. The 


book was injured to the extent of a 
j carbine ball through it and was 
more or less covered with

Uncle Sam Starts Eleventh 
Month Of Fiscal Year 
1934 With Deficit

Sam started the eleventh month of 
the 1934 fiscal year with a deficit of 
$3,341.315.967, the treasury announc­ 
ed Thursday. 
This compared with an excess of 


expenditures over receipts of $2,- 
599,851,988 the same day last year. 
Receipts for the first ten months 
of the year amounted to $2,512,928,- 
000, nearly half of which was made 
up of tobacco, liquor, manufactur­ 
ers ekcise and other miscellaneous 
taxes. Receipts were about $900,- 
000,000 greater than a year ago. 
Expenditures Gain 
Expenditures 
of 
$5,854,244,000 
showed a gain of $1,600,000,000 over 
last year. Emergency expenditures 
totalled $3,254,646,000 as compared 
with $1,030,866,000 for the same ten 
months of last year. In the presi­ 
dent’s budget message to Congress 
expenditures for the year ending 
June 30 were estimated at ten and 
one-half billions. The deficit was es­ 
timated at more than nine billions. 
Owing to a slowing of the spend­ 
ing program, it appeared that gov­ 
ernment costs and the deficit would 


fall possibly two billion dollars un- ! 
der the estimate. 
The public debt May 1 totalled 
$26,116,746,000, an increase of $3.-1 
578,000,000 in a year and compared 
to approximately $26,550.000.000 the j 
peak debt of all time which

reached Aug. 31, 1919.

4.—Is there 
a chance that NRA finally will 
shake down into a practicable in­ 
dustrial system?

But even as­ 
suming that it is doomed to disin­ 
tegration as a big bureau, may not 
the system it has been trying to 
establish “take” ultimately and con­ 
tinue indefinitely?

A year or two before the crash 
of 1929 I attended a U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce meeting at which one 
of the speakers (I don’t recall which 
one, but he was a business man of 
considerable consequence) said 
in 
effect: 
“Today’s so-called prosperity can’t 
last. It’s a boom. It will burst pres­ 
ently. Unless we then meet the sit­ 
uation unitedly and understanding- 
ly, great disaster will follow. There 
must be no cutting 
of 
working 
forces: no slashing of wages. Such 
a cutting and slashing will be a tre­ 
mendous temptation, but if we yield 
to it, it will prove to be the re­ 
verse of our salvation. 
A pro- 
longed depression will be inevitable, 
and all that we have saved by our 
curtailments we shall have to pay 
out in taxes, to offset these curtail­ 
ments’ consequences.” 
These remarks were very well re­ 
ceived, but, as we all know, when 
the explosion actually occurred, the 
curtailments did follow. 
The individual who 
w a r n e d 


in its bargaining with employers, 
and it reasonably may be said that 
the employers have no right to a 
voice in the character of organiza­ 
tions created by the workers—but 
there are differences 
of 
opinion 
among the workers themselves on 
this issue. 
The A. F. of L. wants to speak ex­ 
clusively for them, and there is n o 1 
certainty that all the workers want 
it to do so. Some unions assuredly 
are downright hostile to it. 
NRA Isn’t rolling out these con­ 
flicts very fast. 
Still, maybe it has given rough 
form to a system that gradually will 
shape itself in detail. 
Even so, as Senator Marvel M. 
Logan of Kentucky observes, it will 
not be a new system, but a return, 
somewhat modified to suit modern 
requirements, of the guilds of the; 
middle ages—but if it works satis- ; 
factorily, no one will care whether 
it is new or borrowed, for present 
needs, out of past history.

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How Business 
Sees New Deal 


Variety Of Opinions By Bus­ 
iness Men At National 
Sessions 


FAIR COMPETITION 
PLANS APPROVED

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The 
moguls of American business, as 
represented by the U. S. Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, have had the 
NRA, the AAA and the new deal 
in general under the microscope 
for two days now, and they 
haven't been able to agree on a 
diagnosis as to whether It is 
good or bad. 
A survey of the dozens of speeches 
made by business leaders before the 
chamber's annual convention here 
reveals widely varying and conflict­ 
ing opinion as to whether the NRA 
has helped or hurt business, whether 
the AAA has worked or is workable, 
and whether the various recovery 
acts should be continued on a per­ 
m anent or semi-permanent basis. 
For example: 
Henry I. Harriman, president of 
the chamber, who cheerfully admits 
th a t the NRA was the product of the 
chamber itself rather than a child 
of the professorial brain trust, be­ 
lieves the NRA has been enormously 
beneficial to general business. 
“The law has done much good,” 
he said, adding th at his conclusion 
is concurred in by most business 
men. 
Vigorous Dissent. 
A. W. Robertson, chairman of the 
board of the powerful Westinghouse 
Electric Co., entered a vigorous dis­ 
sent. 
“The treatm ent ailing business is 
receiving," he said, “reminds one of 
the patient who was purged, and 
when I say purged I mean purged, 
bled white with leeches at both 
wrist' and temples, fed a powder of 
dried brains—and yet, said the old 
account, he died." 
Between these extremes apparent­ 
ly lies the main body of business 
opinion which is favorably Inclined 
to most aspects of the new deal, but 
severely critical of certain phases of 
it. 
Approve Fair Competition. 
Nearly all the business leaders ap­ 
prove of th at part of NRA which es­ 
tablished codes of fair competition 
and wiped out the dog-eat-dog com­ 
petition of the depression period, 
with its price-cutting, ‘and other 
fiercely competitive features. 
But 
at the same time they appear fear­ 
ful of long-continued government 
direction and control of business. 
They feel now that business is get­ 
ting to its feet again, the govern­ 
ment should relax rather than in ­ 
crease its grip upon business and 
industry. 
Most of the business leaders’ fire 
is centered not so much upon NRA 
and AAA as upon two pieces of leg­ 


islation pending in congress—the 
stock exchange regulatory act and 
the securities act, which is up for 
revision. 
Battle Securities Act. 
The existing securities act, they 
contend, is stifling in its effect upon 
new financing and the expansion of 
industry. 
The stock exchange bill, 
they assert, is a companion piece to 
the securities act in th a t it will re­ 
strict trading and interrupt the nor­ 
mal flow of business generally. 
There is a wide difference of opin­ 
ion between the chamber’s leaders 
and the leaders of the American 
Federation of Labor as to the exact 
unemployment situation. 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, esti­ 
mated this week th at at the peak of 
the depression—th a t is, in March of 
1933—there were approximately 13,- 
000,000 unemployed. Some 3,000,000 
of those have been restored to pay­ 
rolls through the NRA and the n at­ 
ural force of the recovery movement, 
Green estimated, but this still leaves 
appoximately 10,000,000 still jobless. 
President H arrim an of the chamber 
presented entirely different figures. 
He agreed with Green th at the peak 
of the depression there were some 
13,000,000 jobless, but he asserted th at 
“today it is not even 7,000,000." And, 
he added, when there is subtracted 
from the 7,000,000 figure th at 3,000,- 
000 th at are normally unemployed 
in this country, it leaves but 4,000,- 
000 workless due to the depression.

AWAIT REPLY TO 
CABLED DECISION

LONDON, May 4.—Bringing closer 
to a head the threatened bitter trade 
war with Japan, Great Britain to­ 
day announced that quota restric­ 
tions for the importation of Jap­ 
anese goods into various parts of the 
British colonial empire are being set 
and will be announced next week, 
unless there is some sudden change 
of front on the part of the Japanese 
to break the deadlock on a new trade 
agreement. 
Not expecting a satisfactory move 
on the part of the Japanese follow­ 
ing his conference with Japanese 
Ambassador 
Tsuneo 
Matsudaira, 
Walter Runciman, president of the 
Board of Trade, today completed ar­ 
rangements to promulgate relations 
for discriminatory duties on Japa­ 
nese goods.

Beer Drinking 
Steadily Wanes 
Among Germans 


(International News Service) 
BERLIN, May 4.—Are the Ger­ 
mans, descendants of the beer-loving 
Teutons, getting soberer? 
Statistics seem to prove it, for 
the consumption of beer and hard 
liquor has 
decreased 
appallingly, 
compared to pre-war times. 
In the good old days of 1931 Ger­ 
mans, on an average, drank 102 li­ 
ters of beer annually per capita and 
2.8 liters of hard liquors. 
In the 
drier Germany of today only 51.3 
liters per capita are consumed an­ 
nually and only 0.16 liters of hard 
liquor. 
In the years 1913-14 Germany 
drank 68.8 million hectoliters of beer 
and 187 million liters of Schnaps 
or hard liquor during 1912-13. 
In 
1932-33 only 33.3 million hectoliters 
ran down the throats 
of 
thirsty 
Germans and hard liquor consump­ 
tion sank to 39 million liters a year. 
To some extent the decrease in 
exports is responsible for the gen­ 
eral decline of the beer and liquor 
curves, but undoubtedly the Ger­ 
mans have become a soberer nation, 
mostly on account of the economic 
crisis.

Hospital Aide Society 
Will Ask You To Join 


When we speak of Jameson Memorial Hospital’s linen supply we 
do not mean gauze goods which are used in dressings, bandages and 
the like. The hospital supplies itself with these necessities. And 
when we speak of the Wednesday morning sewing we do not mean 
that we just get together around piles of cut gauze and fold sponges 
the way some of us did during the war. 
Our hospital during the first four months of 1934 used 8000 
yards of gauze in factory made gauze goods and in addition 71,000 
gauze sponges. The sponges alone would have taken 10 nimble 
fingered women working 8 hours a day not less than four weeks at 
six days a week to do the folding. Sponges are factory made. 
Our work has to do with supply of some fifty odd items of linen 
supply that is laundered and reused.

To minimize this requirement the hospital employs 
a system of metal drum containers in which to sterilize certain sup­ 
plies capable of handling in that manner.

board reported heretofore unknown 
rackets among the convicts. 
The 
report stated that virtually * every 
convict in the prison had to kick-in 


through a pay-off system before he 
could have any of his rights. 
In one instance, the report stated, 
a convict was being questioned by 
a guard why only one side of his 
face had been shaved. 
Hours of 
severe grilling failed to give any 
information until he was “put in 
the hole.” 
He then revealed that 
he did not have enough tobacco to 
pay for the full shave, and as a re­ 
sult the convict barber shaved only 
the one side. 
Tobacco being the principal me­ 


dium of exchange at the prison, it 
was “Just too bad” for the poor con­ 
vict who had none. 
There was one time, according 
to the report, that a prisoner could 
not obtain enough food at the table 
from the convict waiters unless he 
paid off. 
When a certain convict convict­ 
ed for violation of the state’s blue 
sky laws asked for permission to 
work in the prison mines, amazed 
officials readily consented. 
It was 
some time before his real reason for 
wanting such an assignment was 
discovered. 
Ail convict miners are required to 
mine nine tons of coal a week and 
are allowed cash and “good time” 
for all the coal produced over the 
minimum.

was stirred, saying, Who is this?” 
The Cleansing Of The Temple 
Jesus headed straight for the 
temple and for the second time in 
his brief ministry he purged it of 
the unscrupulous 
racketeers 
who 
were commercializing every phase of 
national religious life and oppressing 
the worshipers to their own enrich­ 
ment: “And Jesus entered into the 
temple of God, and cast out all 
them that sold and bought in the 
temple, and overthrew the tables of 
the money changers, and the seats 
of them that sold the doves; and 
he saith unto them, it is written. 
My house shall be called a house of 
prayer: but ye make it a den of 
robbers.” 
These privileged classes 
had come to feel that the temple 
and its services and indeed the peo­ 
ple themselves existed for the 
en­ 
richment of these money barons. 
No one had dared to break with 
them. 
But Jesus knew no money 
pow’er. He recognized only the pow­ 
er of truth and purity. Most effec­ 
tively he wielded this power in the 
cleansing of the temple. It is ours 
i;o see to it that the tables are not 
uurned to permit the money-chang­ 
ers to scourge Christ out of his tem­ 
ple. 
The Barren Fig Tree 
On the morning following his tri­ 
umphal entry 
into Jerusalem, as 
Jesus was returning to the city from 
Bethany he saw a fig tree in full 
leaf and came to it expecting to pick 
some figs to satisfy his hunger. To 
his disappointment “he found noth­ 
ing thereon but leaves only.” and he 
cursed it saying, “Let not fruit grow 
on thee henceforward forever,” and 
immediately it was withered from 
the roots up This act is as much a 
parable as It is a miracle. It stands 
for the divine judgment which was 
shortly to fall upon the city and na­ 
tion for its spiritual barrenness and 
empty show of religion. That judg­ 
ment he portrayed in a series of 
parables of the two sons, of the 
wicked husbandmen and the vine­ 
yard and that of the rejected stone. 
These parables fell from his lips in 
quick succession, the point of all 
being, “The kingdom of God shall 
be taken from you, and given unto 
a nation bringing forth the fruits 
thereof.” 
Those 
fruits 
were re­ 
pentance and faith, the choicest 
fruits we may ever bring to satisfy 
the hunger of our Saviour or pro­ 
claim his kingship in our hearts and 
lives.
